I I'URTT.E TURNING AT LOGGERHEAD KEY. 

Iiv f. F. 1IOI.I1KK. 

About one liundred miles from the soiitbern coast of Florida, and 
sixty miles west of Key West, lies the Island of Loggerhead—not 
' only famous as tlie paradise of Turtles, but as being tlie basis of one 
of tlie liigiiest liglits on our const, and a nelglihor to Dry Tortugas, a 
“secluded i-etreat” well remembered by a select few, victims of the 
“ late unpleasautiiess,'' 

Tlie Key is cigar shaiicd, and iiliout a inile-aiid-a-lialf long, and cov¬ 
ered with the low bushy iiiiiiigrove. interspersed liere and there witli 
that well-kiiowii enemy to bare feet, tlic prickly pear.’’ In tlie cen¬ 
ter rises the sliapely tower whose kindly rays light up the reef for 
miles away, and ciiddliiig at its base, as if for slielfer, we find the 
keeper's liou.se. a large open mansion whoso lioors are well worn by 
tlie merry dancers who come from tlie neigliboring Key to “ Turn 
Turtles.” The "merits” for tliis sport are generally made up of offi¬ 
cers and tlieir friends from Fort Jett'ei'son, and occasionally parties 
come down from tlic main land to take a sliare, and carry liome some 
of tlie •• liiige game” so plentifully found there in days of yore. 

in former years this Key was greatly patronized by the female Tur¬ 
tles, known as the Loggerlieads, the ('avuane, or by sonic tlie Rliinoc- 
eros Turtle, aiul so entirely did tlicy nioiio))olize the Key, to tlic ex¬ 
clusion of the Gri'i'ii llawkshill, that it was named after them; and 
altlioiigli they are not as common of late years, tliey still i-ctaiii the 
sole riglit of depositing their eggs there—and. strange to say. on no 
otlier Key of tlie group are tliey found. .So it became a rule, to go to 
East or Middle Key for Green Turtle.*, and to Loggerliead for tliosc 
having that name. Tlie l.oggerlieiul difters from tlie Green in being 
larger and stronger, and in some cases tlie ftesli is rank and coarse, 
wliile tliat of tin* Green is always good. At Tortiig.as, however, Log- 
gerlieads were slaiiglitei-cd twice as rank, in lien of beef, and found 
tliem a not unpleasant substitute; ami tlie variety of dislies made from 
tlie various parts of tlie aniniiil by oiir cook, would surprise some of 
tlie uortberu “ professors of tlie art." 

Tlie general impression concerning tbc.*o animals is. that tliey are 
extremely savage; but this is a great mi.stiike, imlc.ss tliey are alniscd. 
In ’5!) tlie great moat around Fort .ieffersoii was converted into a 
“ Turtle Oriiwl,’’and sonietinies two or three liundred would lie cun- 
flned at a time, and tlie sport in capturing tliem on “Turtle day” will 
long he renieiiiliercd liy tlie participant.s. Tlw moat was not over four 
feet in deptli, and the pure wlilte sand of the. bottom formed a back-

grouiul that brought the huge black creatures out iu bold relief, and 
made It quite easy to approach theiu. We generally formed a party 
of six, and after reducing our clothes to the minlinuoi carefully took 
to the water, and, by previous agrccinent, each •' made for a Logger- 
head.” Many of them were taking tliclr noon-day siesta, so the cup- 
tur,es in some coses were made without a great display of strategy. I 
slowly made up to my “ mount,” and succeeded in getting alongside 
without awakiug-him, and, according to instructions, dropped under 
water and caught his Tnrtleship by the shell where It overhangs the 
neck. I was none too quick, as no sooner had lie felt my hand than 
the large flippers commenced to whistle througli the water, and 1 
found myself rusliing through water ut u rate that exceeded my utmost 
expectations. For the first second or so, I must have swallowed a bar¬ 
rel of water, aud my feelings during the ensuing week fully justified 
the supposition. However, I soon obtained commaud of my aquatic 
horse, and by making as much opposition to the speed as possible, 
soon got my head above water. The whole moat was aroused by this 


as a center, like the spokes of a wlieel, while the whole country around 
makes a most ttrs-less efibrt to follow her motions. In one respect the 
simile fails of application, and that is, that the motion at the periphery of 
the wheel should be greater than at the center. Chicago’s well known rep¬ 
utation in the “ fast" line, destroys the force of this idea entirely. 

Another reason for the fitness of the name, lies in the more demonstra¬ 
tive character of her Aui-bubs, whether they be fires or agitations—politi¬ 
cal or religious. 

This has uot a great deal to do with fishing, but has Just this much: of 
these twenty-four railroads, one has to make u choice, and an liour'g ride 
or more on almost any of them, will bring iiim to some place where good 
fishing can be had. This is especially true of the country nortli and north¬ 
west of us. 

No country under the sun, I suppose, is favored willi such an abundance 
and variety of beautiful lakelets ns uorlliern lllihois and Wisconsin. 

Indeed, in some counties tliey arc so numerous as to be almost a nuis¬ 
ance. Any farmer, in these localities, it is said, is poor, that does not own

Near ilie city the lakes arc such as arc peculiar to the level prairie coun¬ 
try, and are mostly sliallow, muddy and weedy. As you go fartlier north 
however, llie topography of llie country changes to a roiling prairie, and 
with this change comes an improvement in the lakes. They are more 
deeply set, are deeper, clearer, and liave more diversified and cleaner 
bottoms. The quality of tlie fisli improves witli the cliangc of water, so 


his eyes closed, looked more like a veteran to the Turtle’s fancy tliaii I *^**’'“8 every way more satisfactory. 

Lake county contains a perfect nest of llicsc little lakes. Picturesquely 
as well as piscatorially, they are most all elinniiiiig. Tlie waters are toler¬ 
ably pure; the banks well up and pleasant fur camping; aud while the 


vice vena. So the fun went on, with various results, until the Turtles 1 
were subdued. Tliey were then guided to a shoal spot, and after an j 
tiuuiciise amount of Hopping, were lioisted on to tlie breakwater, ami | 
were quickly trunsformed into steaks, balls, t-te., for tlie general use. 

I mention tliis iiicldeiit to sliow their tViendly disposition, us we in¬ 
dulged In tills sport weekly, and never met witli a mlsliap arising 
from tlie supposed ferocity of tlie Turtle. Some of tliem were of im¬ 
mense size, and weighed as miicli as seven and eiglit hundred pomids. 
Sso it will be seen tliat tliey could ilraw a person througli tlie water 
svith comparative ease. 

The " Turtle Tiiniing Parties" at Loggerlicad were one of tlie feat¬ 
ures during the war, and luilies as well as gentlemen lent a helping 
liand in the sport. .-I. " liop" was generally given in the keeper's 
house, aud the daneliig kept tip until about ten, wlien tlie partic.s of 
tliree or foiw would start out for tlie beacli. Tlie ladies were made 
cumfortahle near tlie mangroves, and we started oft' up the heacli, 
walking us near the water as possible. Soon we come to a peculiar 
track leading up tlie beach, and follow it up on tlie niii, and find a large 
Loggerlicad quietly depositing tier eggs in a liole about cigliteen | 
Inches deep. Our presence did not disturb lier in tlie least, except j 
wlieii one of the party placed liimself on lier back, and then oft'ended I 
dignity asserted itself, and after a clumsy efl'ort to cover up lier eggs 
she made for the water witli a rapidity tliat was nstoiiishliig for .so iin- 
wieldlya creature. Our fresh ni tempts to turn lier course was a 
failure. The sand flew in sliowers from Iier broad flippers, and in 
attempting to take liold of her it so confused its tliat we got in range 
of tlie above-mentioned flippers aud received siicli a pimiineling tliat 
we gladly retreated to consider the attack. At last tliree of us made 
a sortie and raised the Inige Turtle up on end, and despite the wind¬ 
mill like blows rained on our backs, lield on in tills position while tlie 
ladies pushed her over helpless and entirely conquered. 

Although they are extremely clumsy, they are likewise eiimiiiig, 
and it is almost an Impossibility for a "green hand” to finrl a nest, so 
carefully do they cover it up. A large portion of the Key IVest husl- 
uess men are employed in a continual warfare against them, and the 
reef on the north side of the Island is covered with Turtle Cr.awls. 
from whence the poor creatures are taken to New York and elsewhere, 
aud Ignominlously made to sing their own death .songs by means of a 
pluciiril that reads, " To be served this day,” a cheerful reminder to 
the jiiior I'lirtle of the uncertainty of human affairs In general and of 
the truth of the old saying, “coming events cast their shadows before." 


FISHING IN WESTERN WATERS, 
so.

Chicago, by riglit of resemblance, is better entitled to the familiar name 
of the " Huh" tliuuBoston. Her twenty-four ruilroada radiate from ber 


bottoms are invariably sandy tliey are toleralily clean. 

Sami Lake is situated about twelve miles from Waukegan, directly west, 
aud about six miles from a new station on the M. & St. Paul R. R., the 
name of which I do not know. 

Fourtli Luke is about ii half ii mile or les.s from Sand Lake. Both of 
tliesc lakes fill up badly with weeds in the summer, so that trolling is only 
good early or late in the season. They are boili famous for hlack baas, 
and pickerel. Indeed sonic of llie largest pickerel on record liave come 
from tlic'sc lakes. Mr. Wriglit, wlio lives near Sand Lake, has boats and 
accommodations on both. 

Deep Lake is about four miles west of Sand Lake, and is a favorite re¬ 
sort for people hereabout. 

Tliere arc a host of smaller lakes, and some perhaps as large as tho.se 
mentioned, with whose merits I nni not sufilcicDtly well acquainted to 
make them subjects worthy of nientiou. 

McHenry County, just adjoining Lake, can boast of ns much water 
privilege as any other in the country. In fact, water is almost felt to he 
a superfluity there. Most of tlie lakes in this county are hut the widening 
out of Fox river, and resemble a good deal our Calumet country. The 
fishing, however, is excellent, though somewhat lietcrogeucous, ranging all 
tlie way up tlie scale from eels to pickerel nud bass. 

The Fox river lakes can he reached from Mejicnry station or Richmond, 
on tlie Geneva and Fox River Railroad. 

Twin Lakes are five miles distant from Richmond, and cau he reached 
j from tliere by stage. Tliey arc the headquarters for sport of a large Rock- 
, ford Club, wlio have spent several pleasant seasons tliere. 

I Lake Zuricli, a charming little gem, is about five miles distant from 
Barrington. It is small, but deep nud beautifully clear. I speak from the 
experience of n good friend, who says the flailing is excellent, tliough the 
fish are usually small in size. A stage connects with Barrington. 

Tliere is a good deal monotony in tlie fishing in ail of these lakes. 

Tlie flsli arc in no way different from tliose cauglit in Calumet or any 
contiguous lake. Any devise tliat would answer here would answer there. 

The lakes mentioned comprise only a few out of a great many iu these 
couuties, and perhaps there are better fisliing grounds not mentioned. 
The writer lias briefly mentioned those familiar to him. Judging from 
the map, tliere ought to be a good cliance almost any wliere in this section. 

These lakes are not so beautiful in cliaractcr as some farther north in 
Wisconsin, but from tlicir propinquity and general merits should he favor¬ 
ites with Chicago and neighboring sportsmen. 

Tliere is one style of sport much Indulged in on some of tlie lakes enum¬ 
erated, that seems to the writer Ijoth unsportsmanlike and unwarrantable, 
and tliat is fith tpearing. A great many more fish are mutilated and left 
to die than are recovered by this method. Besides, it does not give the 
fish a chance, that is worth anything to him, unless it is bad marksman¬ 
ship, which I hope is quite common. If one is hungry, almost any way 
of getting fish Is justifiable; but for sport, siieariug and seining seem to be 
weak recreation.

Imagine a cool, shady spot at the 
Great Falls, your minnow bucket ftdl of shiners, and your lunch, Ac., 
(especially) Ac., in some cool retreat, your rod and reel in good order, 
and a good ca.st In the Big Eddj’, you await results and flsh. Soon a 
three pounder takes the bait and the reel goes .irouiid like mad, but 
a stop comes and then the sport. As you wind liim carefully in, and 
after a struggle, hard on both sides, you put him in the basket as No. 
1 . He Is only one of many you can take during tlie day. 

Good accommodations may be had at the Great Falls Hotel, and the 
route is up the canal on the steam packet Minnesota, fare COc. 

I have had a very succes.'iful hunt after .snipe on the Patuxent river, 
bagging some twenty odil in a day's hunt. 

On Tuesday, April 28 th, there is to be a mntcli among the crack shots 
of the District, for a very flue English gun, entrance, # 10 ; ten birds 
each; rules of the Wasidngton (JInb. .Some gooil shooting is 
expected.

found most of the lakes and ponds still covered with ice. The Pap- 
pllllon Creek however was all open, and here I found quite a number 
of Mallards and green winged Teals, and a few buff breasted Mergan¬ 
ser or bhell-drnkes. A beautifully plumed pair of tlie latter were 
secured. The.se Jlergan.sers arc not tit to eat hut tliey are handsome 
and gamey, and It takes the hardest kind of hitting to bring them 
down. Ihey always lend the advance In the veriml migration in com¬ 
pany with the red heads, while the blue winged Teal, Shoveller, and 
Wood Duck bring up the i-cnr. The Mallards are wltli us the year 
round. 

A very pleasant day’s shooting with satisfactory results may be put 
In along one of these running water streams In tlie Missouri Valley 
Country, either In the Spring or Fall. The .surface alluvial formation 
here, Is much deeper than It is any where cast of the Missisippi River. 
I he ground is such that the erosion of the water cut.s a deep narrow 
trench, with nearly vertical banks ten or fifteen feet high. Tlic ducks 
always resort to these stream.s. particularly early in the Spring or late 
in the Fall when the marshes are frozen over. Tlie shooter can walk 
along the bank or dry hard ground, and by the exercise of a little cats- 
tion in approaching the crooks and bends, come up witlilii short range 
of the birds before Ids presence is known or even suspected. Tlie Mal¬ 
lards when flashed in tills manner invariably ri.se directly upwards 
and present a fair shot, but the Teal and Wood Ducks, particularly the 
latter, often exhibit such craft and cuniiiiig in inakiiig tlieir escape 
from danger, as fairly to excite the admiration of the siKirtsmnn. 1 
never yet regretted the loss of a bird that escaped me by tlie exercise 
of its instinctive care or cumiiiig. Wliile many u time I have observ¬ 
ed and admired its cunning devices, and mentally coninicnded tlie suc- 
i cess of its muiiouvcrs, and felt the .same .satisfaction in its triumph, 
that I would have felt in 1113' own success. 

In the Full of the year, before the foliage drops from the trees, the 
Wood Ducks resort to these small streams in great numbers. If there 
are oak trees or hazel brash along the bank.s, there i:- the place to find 
them. They greedily swallow the hard .solid acorii.s and liazel nuts, 
hut how they crush or dijest them is a wonder. It requires the best 
exercise of skill to shoot them among the tree.' and brush, as they In¬ 
variably dodge behind such objects when flushed, with a speed that 
defies the quickest motion that.ciin be made with a gun. If 3’ou iump 
to one side to get a clear .sight of them, they will dodge in tlie oppo¬ 
site direction with so much greater celerity as to fully deiiionsirate 
the uselessne.«s of any such tactics. But I have frequently oauglit them 
in such cases by tiring directly through tlie foliage ol a tree or brush 
at the iihK'e where 1 thought they were, although completely out of 
sight. If only leaves and small twigs ai-e in the way of such shots 
they will very often be successful. 

In this kind of .shooting a good retriever is Indispensable, as the 
(lucks usually fall in the water or on the opposite side. It is equally 
necessary to have some means for transportation ol the game, a-! ihc 
shooter can bag from live to ten ducks every liour under favinabli- cb- 
cnmstanccs. Duck shooting in this country is not only very dillcrcnt 
I from what it i.s in the East, but it is superior in every resjiect. 1 give

The Spring duck shooting opened quite late In the valley of the 
Missouri river, this year. We usually have plenty of water fowl here 
In the early part of March, but tills t-ear I went out on the 20th, and

Dallns County, or as it is now enlled, '• Biiitiiu County,” iii-s bclwoiMi 
Queen anti Burnett and Polk and Cliipitowa Counties, and is iiotalile for 
its line shooting and scenery. It is traversed by Imndreds of small creeks 
and risers, and dotted «itli beautiful lakes, bordered witli rice beds, 
iiboutiding witli wild fowl nearly alMlie year round. 

In tile norllieru part of the county is tlie old •‘Chippewa Reservation,” 
and a little south hereof, the same tribe lias a tine settlement on Lake 
‘‘Court Orielles." In the summer of ’7a 1 took a stroll northward, 
visiting some Frencli friends in that locality, and tinislied up witli a tire 
hunt. 

On the afternoon of a warm, sultry day, uiy Imliaii guide and 1 made 
our •• birchhark ” ready and put it near tlie bank of tlie Red Cedar River, 
a little below the dam of Messrs. Knapp, Stout it Co.’s mill at Rice Lake, 
cleaned our guns, and at about 10 o’clock, after all was dark and still, we 
crept down to the canoe, pul in our guns and imddles, not forgetting our 
lunch, and pushed out in the stream. Tlie Indian, who knew every nook 
and corner of the river, sat in the stern, steering clear of the many snags 
and stones with his strong, e.vi>crienccd hand, and I wa.s on my knees in 
tlie middle of tlie canoe, both having our guns ready for instant use, as we 
shot down with the rapid current, first to one bank, tlicn across to the other 
side, scanning closely the brakes or rushes. After a run of about two 
miles, the Indian tupped me on the shoulder, wliispering at tlie same time 
to be ready. 

The canoe, fixed for an Indian tiro hunt, has a perpendicular board, 
pointed so us to fit closely in the bow of the canoe and about four feet 
long. To this board is attached a kind of “slielf,” say ten or twelve 
inches wide and about thirty inches from the top of the perpendicular 
board. This shelf is penetrated by three or four augur lioles, in which 
are placed the hunting torches, made out of pounded basswood saplings, 
saturated with a solution of pitch, rosin and deer tallow, and then dried 
in the sun and cut oti'to about eighteen inclies in length. Now the per-1 
jiendicular board, wliich is generally painted black, prevents tlie light from 
shining on the inside of tlie canoe, and tlirows tlie light to tlie sides and 
ahead, so that the hunter can easily distinguish any deer on the bank or 
in the river. 

The deer will stand and gaxe at the light, and you can run the canoe 
square into the animal, if you wish, before scaring it; but liack to our 
story. Before I could see unytliing, the guide made tlic canoe slioot over 
to the left bank, and I then perceived a big fine buck standing in tlic river 
cooling himself, and 1 let fly from both barrels, knocking liim “ head over 
heels ” into the rushes. To cross, jump out and make for our game, was 
the work of a few moments, but when coming up to tlie place where we 
thought lie was “ gasping his lust,” we saw that our buck had gone “where 
the woodbine twineth,” tliough tlie Indian soon found his tracks, and after 
a walk of n few minutes we came up to him. I hud shot him right behind 
the shoulder, and he was badly cut up, but not at all dead. He again tried 
to get up, but was unable to do so, and the Indian soon liud liis knife across 
his throat, as coolly as if he had done nothing else in his life. We then 
disemboweled him and dragged him down to tlie liank, ready for taking 
him in the canoe, coming up in the morning. 


Tlie I’iiiiiated Grouse —Tetrao Cupido —afiords to tlie true sport!-- 
iiiHii most that Is desired in the real sport. He has clear, open sight, 
where lie need not be lilndercd In his aim, and where he can watch the 
interesting iiiovoments of his highly trained setter or |>ointer. 

Tliey are IoiiikI in coveys in early fall, nnmbering about fifteen, ami 
all the time accompanied by the mother bird. The law for their pro¬ 
tection in tlie State of Illinois opens on .\ugust 16th and closes Janu¬ 
ary Ut. It is not nnfrequent for a wliole covey to be bagged at the 
first fliisliing, and tliis is considered tlie liighest point to be attained— 
is to take ten or twelve birds in order and kill them, at tlie same time 
liaviiig tlie dug under such command and so well broken tliat he creeps 
cmitionsly from bird to bird, pointing them out. when they can be 
tliislicd .singly. 'I'his can be accomplised only in good cover, and 
wliere tlic birds are quite young and virgin to tlie sound of guns. 
Tlipy indeed afford fine sport, being quick and strong on the wing, 
necessitating steady and sure aim to kill them. 

Tliey cover tlie wide tracts of prairie land, mostly wliere they can 
be found in great nunibei's. In Illinois, Iowa.and Minnesota, it is not 
imiisual for a good sliot. witli his fine dogs and breecli-loading gun, to 
bag 100 or more in one tlay. In tlie year 1872, at a place near liide- 
[leiidence, Iowa, a noted shot killed 618 Prairie Grouse in one day. 
against 400 by anotlier party, on a wager. Each party was accompa¬ 
nied by a team and driver, and had a brace of pointers each. They 
used breech-loading guns. . 

Great numbers are annually shot and trapped, and sent to the mar¬ 
kets, wliere they bring an average of 82.50 per dozen during August 
and September. 

In -4ugust the tlioroughly equipped sportsman may find good sport 
in .almost any locality in tills State and Iowa, and one day’s journey 
liy rail in Iowa will take yon where they are to Ire found in immense 
numbers. Tlie writer and his friend A. spent two weeks in Iowa last 
Fall, and during tliat time had some excellent sport. We liad tliree 
good setter dogs, and used niiizzlc-loading guns. The liiglicst indi¬ 
vidual score was 44 Grouse in one afternoon's sliooting. 

In tlie middle of the day tlie birds He very close, and remain in the 
tall grass or cover, where it is cool and they may dust tlieinselves; hut 
about 4 o'clock they take to the neighboring stubble fields to get 
grain, wlien It is tlie best time to shoot tliem.as it is cool, and the dog 
readily takes tlic sCent and can work fast. If not disturbed, they may 
be found in tlie same place next morning. It is useless to hunt until 
the dew lias dried, as the birds do not move around enougli to enable 
tlie dog to find them. 

In the lieat of tlie day. a good place to find tiiein is along the edge 
of some corn-field bordered by grass, and along a public road through 
the prairie, as they frequent tlie road to flutter in the dust. ^ 

They are an excellent bird on the table, and taken all in all, tliey 
Imve the entire make-up of tlie liighest type of tlie real game bird, in 
tlie estimation of the writer.

STILL HUNTING IN THE SADDLE. 


Hardly had we got afloat again and run down forty or fifty rods, before 
the Indian launched the birclibark right into another, though considerably 
smaller animal, at the same time discharging his gun and jumping out of 
the canoe, went for him in the water, and as I had too much .slakcn to lend 
him any help, he had to do the " finishing job” himself, which was done 
in less than ten minutes. We tlieu put this fellow in the bottom of our 
little craft, and proceeded to camp, pulling it out of the water and lighting 
a good fire, and then began to fall upou our lunch us if we had not seen 
auy eatables for weeks. After supper, or rather “ breakfast,” was over, 
we bunked under a siugic blanket, witli a log for a |)illow, and I do not 
think that I ever had a better and more healthy sleep. 

Early in the morning we got up, “shook ourselves,” and started up 
stream, tlieTntliaii standing holt upright in tlic stern and poling tlie vessel 
against the current. We got our first buck abroad and reached Rice Lake 
Settlement at about 7 o’clock in the morning. Tlie mistress of the hotel 
there was Mrs. Lewis, who had a fine breakfast ready, and this being over, 
I started Iroiii this pleasant place to Menomonee, over forty miles of cord¬ 
uroy roads and bridges. When I landed ul the Central House, 1 felt a good 
deal “ shook,” but after all, pleased witli my first Indian fire liunt.

or all our western sports, fierhaps there arc none wlilch furnlsli sucli 
fine amusement for tlie hunter, as still Imntiiig on liorseback. In Col¬ 
orado the lay of the country is finely adapted to this mode of fiuuting. 
and witli a little experience the sportsman can stalk the Elk, Deer, 
Prong Horn, or Mountain Sheep. For hunting the Big Horn, a mule 
is preferable to a hoi-se, as it will climb the mountains and stand the 
rough travel better. 

In many sections of the Territorie.s there are natural parks, whicli 
are partially or entirely surrounded by timber. These parks are fa¬ 
vorite feeding grounds of deer, and by hunting to windward on their 
edges under cover of the timber, one frequently surprises a whole 
band, and one or more of the wily old bucks are often killed by several 
shots given in quick succession. When game is thus taken, it can read¬ 
ily be dressed and taken into camp on the back of a good riding ani¬ 
mal. The ordinary Iiidiiin pony, or “ beorlco,” will carry his rider 
and a whole deer tied behind tlie saddle, on its back, for any reasona¬ 
ble distance. Some horses or mules are naturally suited for the hun¬ 
ter's u.se, and will stand fire or pack dead animals. Others will buck. 
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or kick, when brought in contact with a deer—or even if they are 
good pack animals, tliey will not stand Are. On an average, about one 
horse In twelve can be trained for hunting. A medium sized, wiry 
built, long legged, quick walking mule, is tht animal for the sports¬ 
man and hunter. Indians and their squaws will pile on tw’o large 
bucks, or three does, on one of their little half-starved, ill-used ponies, 
and sometinies one or two papooses are added to the heavy loads, and 
are seen clinging on the deer like monkeys, evidently enjoying their 
ride. In a mountainous country deer retire to the hills 'during the 
day, and descend to the valleys to drink and feed during the night. 

Ihe best time for the still hunter to find his game, is during tlie two 
hours before sunset. At that time they are intent on feeding, and are 
more easily found. A good riding animal will generally sight the 
game flret, and will arch its neck, and prick up its eaiss as mucli as to 
say to the hunter, there is a deer. 1 have seen a mule stand on a knoll 
in the prairie and watch a Coyote a half-mile distant. 

During the past Summer the writer rode a black pony, which proved 
to be a good hunter. He never kicked me but once during the whole 
season, and that w'as when 1 undertook to pack a warm limsv mule 
(C. Ma.Grotiti') on his back in the dark. A good rifle is the great 
desideratlm of the liunter. I have used the Remington, Sharjfs, 
Maynard, Ballard, Winchester, Springfield, Needle-gun, .and several 
muzzle-loading rifles,^and I find 1 can do the best shooting with a 
light Sharps unproved rifle, cal. 44, using seventy grains of powder 
and a heavy patched ball. When hunting, the rifle may be carried 
before the rider across the saddle—but in a timbered country, it is 
best to carry it under the leg, slung by two straps from tlie saddle. 
.Ihe barrel should come under the knee, for if it is not in that jiosition 
It will lame the rider. 

During '73 I carried a lO-pound rifle, a 7-poniid shot-gun, a revolver, 
and a hatchet, over 1200 miles in a mountainous country, when there 
were but. few trails, and suflered but little inconvenience from them. 
When riding, one should use an easy saddle—a narrow California tree 
IS the ^st for most pereons—a light curb bit. and small spurs. Some 
individuals say, “spurs are cruelbut it is not supposed that any per¬ 
son wili need to torture lii.s animal with them necessarily, unless he 
.should be so unfortunate as to ride a lazy mule, when in such a case, 
he has simply to work his passage with his knees, us there is no alter¬ 
native. _ I would strongly recommend spurs to any rider—in the 
mountains or on the plains—when used with discretion. Should one 
come ill jiossession of a nervous or vicious horse or mule, it would be 
advisable to dispose of the animal at once, for no amount of training 
will make it suitable for the hunter.

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A DAY’S SNIPE 8H00TJN0. 

Ebitohs Field and Steeam; 

Some yenrs ago, I parsed the latter part of the Bhootiiig (caeoit with 
a friend who lives in what is known as the Cane Brake Region of Aln- 
baina. My friend is an nitlinsinstlc sportsman, and my mind will 
ever recall with pleasure tlic days spent in sliooting Quail and Ducks 
and tlin evenings devoted to cards and music, or occasionally varied by 
a merry dance to tlio dulcet notes of tlic plantation fiddler. 

One morning in March, we lieard that the snipe had made tlieir ap¬ 
pearance on a neighboring plantation, and, after getting everytliing 
in readiness, we sallied out with minds Intent on sport. The day was 
clear and somcwliat windy. 

After a rather fatigning vide through the black pind. we reached 
the hunting ground and were, soon ready for action. 

The place where we expected to find ilie birds was a low cotton 
field, cut up by ditche.s, and partially overflowed from tlie recent 
rains. 

Snipe resort to such fields in large numbers, the rich black soil fiir- 
nlshing tliem a bountiful supply of their peculiar food. 

The only drawb.ack to snipe sliooting is the bad walking, and it is 
amusing to see the antipatliy to wetting the feet displayed by the 
sportsman wlieu he first reaches tlie marsh, and to contrast it with the 
stoical IndlfTerence witli which he fiounders tlirougli imtd and water 
towards tlic close of the day. 

We started into the field from the windward, for experience, as 
well as book lore, had taught us that snipe always fly against the wind, 
and had not waded far tlirougli the black mud belore the old dog—we | 
were hunting a brace of setters—came to a point steadily backed | 
by ills comr.ade some distance awa}'. 

In we w.ilked, up got tlic snipe, bang went tlie gun, but we were 
nervous from our long tiresome ride, and the birds flew away un¬ 
injured. 

“ Better luck next time,” and on we go, the dogs quartering over 
tlie field in fine style, and it is not long before we are rewarded with 
another shot. This chance fell to tlie lot of my companion, and lie 
killed the bird clean—a quartering sliot to the left. “ Bravo,” said 1; 
and at the .sound of niy voice up gets a skulker almost from under my 
feet, and starts away up tlie wind uttering the peculiar cry, scope, 
stops/ and flying as fast as a blue rock pigeon just thrown from the' 
trap. 

He does not have time to make his escape, but is overtaken in mid 
career by a charge of No. 8’s, and is soon safely stowed away in the 
pocket of my shooting coat. 

We went on tlirougli the fleld, finding the shooting excellent and 
constantly adding to our rapidly filling bag. 

I was walking at some little distance from my companion, when I 
heard hliii cry, “lookout tliere!” and looked in time to see a snipe that 
he had w.Oked up out of range rapidly passing to my right. Instinc¬ 
tively I levelled and fired, just ns the bird was disappearing behind a 
hedge of low buslies that fringed the high bank of a ditch. “ Capital 
shot that, if j’ou hit him,” .said the Doctor, coming up to where I was 
standing reloading, “you fired just as the gun tonclied your shoulder.” 
We crossed the ditch and found tlie bird lying on his back stone dead. 

By this time most of the snipe had left the field in which we first 
found them, and we continued along the coni-se ot the slougli tlirougli 
several plantation.®, everywhere finding numbers of snipe. Late in 
the afternoon as we were tliiiiking of starting home, tlie largest wisp 
of snipe that I ever saw, alighted quite near us. As it happened, both 
our gm s were empty, and, thoiigli we hastened to reload them, the 
birds were .alarmed by some noise we made and flew away before we 
were ready to shoot. 

Breech loaders had not then become popular down South, or we 
could have been prepared to profit by this rare chance. However, we 
could afford to stand on the hands we already held, and with heavy 
bag.® and light hearto we remounted our impatient steeds and started 
home. 

Snipe may be found in the Cane Brake Country, singly or in pairs, 
almost .any time during the winter, but it is only in early Spring’ 
when they assemble in flocks preparatory to migrating, that they may 
bo hunted to much advantage. 

The snipe is generally classed as among the mo.st difficult birds to 
liit, but, out of an ecjual number pf shots, my experience has been 


I that I can kill more snipe than quail. I tlilnk that the difficulty arises 
from the fact that many marksmen shoot at the wrong time. 

Tire snipe’s niiimier of flying is somewhat peculiar. After rising to 
the height of a few yards, he makes several quick zig-zag movements 
before settling to his regular flight, wliich is as straight and steady as 
that of the quail. 

It I.s jii-st the time when the bird Is indulging in these zig-zag.s, that 
the tyro in snipe .shooting selects to deliver his tire; the conse¬ 
quence is that hi.® .shot strikes another plai'c, hut that in which is the 
snipe. In order to kill snipe mi the wing, one must shoot either when 
they first spring from tlie grouild and before they liave time to oom- 
menoe these zig-zag movemcntsAsi^ must wait until the zig-zags are 
over and the birds have steadied themselves for their true flight.

LETTER FROM DR. NEWBY. 

Editors Field and Stream: 

A few more hints to beginners in taxidermy, will ]ierhaps help them 
along. The wire for birds, the size of the black bird, ought to be 
about as large as an ordinary br,ass pin, for the Bob White, a little 
larger, for Prairie Chickens and Ducks about as large as No. 4 shot, 
and other birds in proportion. 

It oiiglit to be annealed, so that it can be easily bent. To anneal it, 
heat to a red heat, and let it cool gradually. Tlie glass eyes can be 
gotten from any taxidermist, and costs from ten to fifty cents per 
pair, according to size, and can be sent by mail. Name the bird and 
they will send the eyes to suit. It is a good plan to keep several 
kinds on hand. If the legs or any part of the bill is of a color that Is 
apt to fade, paint it over witli a varnish of the same color, which can be 
made by dissolving colored sealing wax in a little alcoliol,.andu8e a lit¬ 
tle camel hair brush to put it on. You can get any colored sealing 
wax at a book store or where they keep artists’ supplies. If it is a 
large bird, the soles of tlie feet ought to have several incisions made 
In them, and some of the preservative solution put in them, and also 
paint them over several times with spirits of turpentine. Some while 
skinning the bird or animal, hang it to a hook, but the skin is more 
aid to get stretched out of .shape. In using the dry arsenic instead of 
the solution, a person is apt to inhale some of it, thereby causing In¬ 
jurious efl'ects. If a person is stuffing a large bird, he can use gras.«. 
or on a pinch, leave.®, and I have mixed some tabacco with the tow 
which is good to keep moth.® out. An evening spent in skinning a 
bird, and the next one in stuffing it, can be spared very easily by al¬ 
most any one, and in a short lime he can have a collection of the 
game birds in their section of the country, at a cost of oniy a few even¬ 
ings work, and if bought from a professional taxidermist, would cost 
several hundred dollars. By exchanging with persons living in other 
parts of the country, the amateur can got skins of birds that do not 
come from his section. In exchanging, it is the clieape.«t to get the 
skins and stuff them yourself. Tlie bird is skinned and annointed with 
the preserv-atlVe solution after the .“kin is turned wrong side out. It 
should then be thoroughly dried, by hanging it up. If the head is 
large, a string should be tied to It to keep it from stretching the neck 
too much. They can be kept until you have time to mount them, or 
if you wish to keep them for sometime, or send them off, they had bet¬ 
ter be packed in a box, between layers of paper, with a little tobacco 
and camphor, or sasafras bark, and strips of paper pasted over all 
cr.ack5 in the box. and if kept dry tliey will keep any length of time. 

If the bird’s head is too large to pull the skin of the neck over it make 
an incision under the head, and turn the skull out. I am now getting 
some skins to exchange in the East, for some game birds we do not 
have here, and a friend in the South has promised to send me some, 
birds. Send the swamp and jack rabbits. All lovers of hunting, I 
tliink, would like to liave a collection, and I advise them to try niy 
plan, and stuff their birds, and they will soon learn to do it without 
any trouble. 

—Snipe are at last reported plenty on the Oalumet. Query; Have 
they heard of the new game law of Illinois protecting them after the 
loth, that they keep away until the close season commenced? It 
looks like It. 

After many failures, the introduction of salmon Into the rivers of 
Australia has at length been successfully accomplished.

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POINTER OR SETTER. 

uv J. V. I,. 


For Field end Streem. 


You ask niy opinion on Mie comparative meriu of tlie Pointer and 
.Setter. This is. of course. Wliicli shall the sportRinan keep? I have 
no doubt tliere are many wlio will not agree, witli me—because we 
diflTer so widely in wliat we want and wliat pleases us in a dog. Some 
men are satisfied to shoot over any dog tliat finds birds for them. 
They enjoy shooting over a friend's dog. or a borrowed dog, quite a- 
mucli as they would over their own. Indeed, ns it saves them the 
trouble of keeping a dog, they would prefer always to use the dog of 
.‘■■ome one else, for they only value him in jiroporlion to his assistance 
in making a bag, and lie must do as much work for them as lie would 
do for any one. I do not say tliat all tliis class of men are pot-lniiitei-s; 
I only say they have a leaning that way. 

There is another sportsman wlio is only satisfied when he linnts Ids 
own dog. He makes him his coiypniiion-he watches with pleasure 
cacti manifestation of intelligence and aflection—lie wants liis dog to 
hunt wifli pleasure, and it gratifies him to know that his dog will do 
more for him than for any one else, because he feel.s tliat tliis comes 
from a strong aflection^ and thus lie finds other ]ilcasnres tiian the 
mere securing of birds. 

These two classes of men will never agree in deciding which Is the 
better dog. beeuuse they do not really agree on what are the require¬ 
ments in a good dog. 

jV. sportsman wants in a dog iiitelligeiioe. nose, e.iidnrance, iifTectioii, 
and spirit or d.-isli. I think we will all agree that in delicacy of scent 
there is no material dift'erence helweeii the pointer and setter. In 
endurance there is more diflerence. In my opinion the setter will do 
a great deal more work than the pointer; he will travel over nearly, 
if not quite, twice the ground in a day. and will work as many day.«. 
Some men, I suspect without experience, claim that for summer work 
on the prairie, the pointer stands the work better; but tliis is not my 
experience, and I li.tve hunted and seen hunted, both, separately ami 
together. The pointer works more quietly, with less life and excite¬ 
ment, and consequently u ith less faiiguc. This w.mt of excitement 
and dullness, i.s to me a defect. 1 heartily dislike a slow dog, who 
putters about your feet, who need.s to la- told constniitly to go on, and 
who has an inclination to come in, and when he does strike a trail, 
wags his tail and very deliberately trot.< about until he finds his bird. 

I want a dog that hunts with cnthuBinsni, who is so elated when he 
comes on to the field that stiff limbs arc made limber, sore feet for¬ 
gotten, and bodily pain miiieedcd. The pointer is more delicate than 
the setter, more sensitive to pain, and when it comes to hunting 
in brush and blackberry bushes, there is no comparison between the 
flogs. One has not only the better covering, but he has the pluck that 
drives him through; the other works around llie edges of the cover. 
The only advantage that the pointer has is. that lie does not pick up 
BO many burrs. 

But the most important dift'erence between the dogs, is in their in¬ 
telligence and aflection for their masters. Many pointers will follow 
a gun, not caring who carries it, and they will work all day about ns 
well for a stranger as for their master. They expect a man to follow 
and attend to them when they find the game. They will change mas¬ 
ters readily, and after a week or two they ore as contented with the 
new master as with the old. The setter shows a special pleasure in 
hunting for the one he loves. He dnshe.s off in the morning al a word, 
showing plainly how happy he is in the companionship: and works 
cheerfully all day, asking only a kind word, or a friendly touch of the 
hand he knows. Even in tlic excitement wlien near game, he watches 
for some sign, some indication of what he should do to gratify his 
master, and at the same lime paying no attention to any one else, 1 
have had my setter stand birds on the prairie when I was at a (1lst:uicc 
—a friend came up to shoot, the. dog, seeing who It was, declined to 
go on, and turned to look for me. and then quietly lies down to wait 
until J come. How many pointei's will do this? I do not say that 
none of them will, and in what 1 have said in reg.ard to the compara¬ 
tive merits of the dogs, I do not intend to .«ay that all pointers or 
all setters arc as I describe. There arc, no doubt, some settei's who 
have all the characteristics of the pointer, and some polntei-s who 
show all the gootl ipialitics of the setter. 1 only intend to describe 
the general character of the two breeds. There are some women 
stem, harsh, independent, unloving; some men who are gentle, yield¬ 


ing, affectionate. The pointer renders the service—perhaps faithful 
of a hireling; the setter, the loving, cheerful service of an afiection- 
: ate child. 

Jliich of the diflerence of opinion about dogs arises from ignorance. 
The man who has but one dog generally thinks his dog very remark¬ 
able, and the best perhaps in the world. Every manifestation of in¬ 
telligence he believes peculiar to his dog, or dogs of that breed. He 
has no conception of the degree of intelligence dogs attain. IVhcn 
I meet .a iii.aii who has one dog, which he insists is the most extraord¬ 
inary dog in the world, etc.. I only think what a comfortable delusion, 
but his opinion on dogs is worthless. Perhaps in what I have seen 
I have myself been iiifiiienced too much by my feelings, and Instead of 
giving a dispassionate opinion, 1 h.ave been led into the praises of an 
old and faithful fi'iend—one with whom I have cn,ioycd some of the 
purest pleasures of life—pleasures which have left no stliig and whose 
reiiiemhranco is accompanied with no regret. When I remember the 
happy hours we have spent together on the beautiful, free prairie. In 
the early morning, when the sun was just beginning to gild the east¬ 
ern .sky, the gr.ass bending with the crystal drops, the *• dusky shades 
of night melting aws)' in dewey teal’s," and all nature so fresh and 
pure that life itself seemed new again; or in the evening, when in the 
midst of our sport, the sun went down in his glory, and seeing the 
flash of the gun, we were reminded that our da)’ was gone, and stilly 
night had come—when the memory of these days come back, and they 
come very often, I feel that the companions in these pleasures have a 
warm place in niy aflTections; and, after a few years, that those com¬ 
panions have always been setters. 


FISHING FOR HERRING. 

Did you ever go out for a night with the herring fishers? If you 
can stand cold and wet, you would enjoy the tiling hugely, esircciallv 
if you have a boating mind. Imagine yoiirselfoii board a west-coun¬ 
try smack, niiming out of Boisdale Harbor with the rest of the fleet. 
It is afternoon, and there is a nice fresh breeze from the southwest 
Y’oii croucli ill the stern by the side of the helmsman, and survey ali 
around you with the interest of a novice. Six splendid fellows, in va¬ 
rious picturesque attitude^, lounge about the great, broad, oiten hold 
and another is down In the forecastle boiling colTee. If voii were not 
there, half of these would be taking their sleep down below. It 
seems a lazy business, so far; but wait ? Bv sunset the smack has’ run 
fifteen miles up the coast; many of the fleet still keep her companv. 
steering thick as shadows in the suniiuer twilight. How thick the 
gulls gather yonder! That dull plash ahc.ad of the boat was the 
plunge of a solan goose. That the herrings are hereabout in no small 
immbers, you might be sure, even without that bright phosphorescent 
light which travels in patches in tlie water to leeward. Now is the 
time to see the lounging crew dart into sudden activity. The boat’s 
head is brought up to the wind, and the sails are lowered in an in¬ 
stant. One man grips the helm, another lugs out the back rope of the 
net, a third the "skunk,” or body, a fourth is placed to see the buoys 
clear and heave tliem out, the rest attend forward, keeping a sharp 
lookout for other nets, ready, in case the boat should run too fast, to 
steady her by dropping the anchor a few fathoms Into the sen. When 
all the nets are out, the boat is brought bow-on to the net. the “swing" 
(as they call the rope att.iched to the not) secured to the smack’s 
" bits,” and all hands then lower the mast .as quick as possible. The 
mast lowered, securcil, and made all clear for hoisting at a moment’s 
notice, ami the candle lantern set up in the iron stand made for the 
purpose of holding it, the crew leave one lookout on deck, with in¬ 
structions to call them up at a fixed hour, .md turn in below for a nap 
in their clothes. Day breaks, and every man is on deck. All hands 
are busy at work, taking the net in over the bow, two supporting the 
body, the rest hauling the back rope, save one, who lakes the net into 
the hold, and another who arranges it from side to side in tlie hold to 
keep the vessel even. Tweet! tweet! that thin cheeping sound, and 
unlike the razorlike call of the bat, is made by the dying herrings at 
the bottom of the boat. Tlie sea to leeward, the smack’s hoRl, the 
heads and arms of the men are gleaming like silver. As many of the 
fish as possible are shaken loose during the process of hauling in, but 
the rest are left in Hie net until the smack gets to shore. Three or 
four Imurs pass away in this wet and tiresome work. At lost, how¬ 
ever, the nets are all drawn in, the mast is hoisted, the sail set, and 
while the cook plunges below to make breakfast, the boat makes for 
Lock Boisdale. Everywhere on the water, see the fishing boats mak¬ 
ing for the same bourne, blessing their luck or cursing iheir misfor¬ 
tune. Just as the fortune of the night may have been, .Ml sail is set 
if possible, and It is a wild race, to the market.—Ail tht Year Round '

FIELD SPORTS FOR WOMEX. | 

Wttlihi the past few yeais tliero lins been a constantly iniTeaslngl 
temleiiey to a fuller and nioR' complete development of the pliysical [ 
being. Tbi.s Is manifested in the universal demand for facilities to ■ 
secure not oidy liealtb but skilled ilevelopment of llie muscles. In-' 
creased pliysiual strength and perfection, mean increased brain pow-! 
er. and a larger cai)acity for mental and physical labor, and a keener 
.sense of enjoyment. 

Formerly, gymna.stic exercises were confined to l)oys and young 
men. It has been discovered. Iiowcver, tliat hcaltli i.« quite iis impor¬ 
tant to girls and young women, and we find. accordingly, tliat in our 
schools no distinction is made a.s regards .sex in tlie practice of gym¬ 
nastics. 

All judicious exercise, wlietlier skilled or unskilled, tliat promotes 
liealth and liappiiiess is advantageous, ami sliould be encouraged. ' 
Gymnastics, rowing as an exercise, and tlie various muscular games 
tliat have been reduced to rule, and liave become In some sort, scien¬ 
tific, are open to women, and are, to ii greater or le.ss degree practiced 
by them. The eftects cannot be otlierwise tlian favorable to liealtli 
and enjoyment and real working power both pliysically and mentally. 
In view of the importance of pliysical exercise as a constant factor in : 
the general product of liealtli and liappiiiess, we woidd urge tliat in-| 
stead of relying wholly upon tlie gymnasium in its various applica¬ 
tions, more attention should be given to field sports. There is no civi¬ 
lized country where tlie facilities are so ample for milimited enjoy¬ 
ment ill tills direction. We are not hnmpered by poacliing laws nor 
by any laws tliat interfere witti tlie enjoyment of tlie true sportsman. 
Game is plentiful, and witli reasonable and salutary restrictions upon 
its unnecessary destriietioii, may continue so for all time. 

Hunting and fisliing po.ssess tlie advantage tliat tliey may tie enjoy¬ 
ed by ricli and poor, old and young. Tliere is, indeed, a satisfaction 
in possessing a gun of tlie finest pattern or a gemiine bamboo fishing 
rod witli otlier tackle to match, just as tliere is satisfaction in tlie po.s- 
.sessloii of a book of elegant binding; but the spirit of true .sporting 
will hover about an alder fishing rod or an old flint lock single barrel¬ 
ed fowling piece. 


Wlieii we take into consideration tlic superiority of field sports for 
a lioaltliful exercise of tlie nobler powers of tlic mind in admiring tlie 
works of nature and in tlie study of the natural sciences, there is no 
comparison lietween a hunting and fl.shing excursion and a gyiniia- 
sluni, or even a croquet lawn. Mind, we do not liglitly estimate these 
—tlipy are useful, liealtliful, and serve a good purpose; but we need 
more open-air exercise, broad views of things, a more liarinoiiious dis¬ 
cipline of mind and liody; wliicli can in no way lie so completely com¬ 
passed as by an entliiisiastic practice of field sports. But should men 
alone be tlie l•eclp^ellta of all good in tlie way of roliust liealtli, and 
opportunities to study nature mid enjoy lier works, tliat comes from a 
love and praetice of field sports ? If women may go tliroiigli tlie con¬ 
tortions of tile gyiuimsiiim, may tliey not liaiidle tlie giiii and tlie flsli- 
iiig rod? if slie can liecome ncconipIi.slied in lioi-senian.slilp, miglit slie 
not follow ilie lioiiiid.s in tlie cliase? Indeed, tliis Is quite coiiimoii in 
Eiiglaml. We could iiipiitlon tlic names of ladies wliose names are 
liou.seliold words tlie world over, wlio, in tlieir early training, liad tlie 
good fortune to be permitted to participate infield sports, sucli as 
row iiig, giinniiig, fisliing and tlie clia.se. and wlio, no doubt, owe tlieir 
roliust liealtli, if not tlieir emiiieiicc, to tliese lieiiltli-giviiig recreations. 

We urge a more earnest devotion to field sports. Tliuusands of 
young men are to-day laboring under diiiiiiiisiied iiieiilal and pliysl- 
cal force for luck of a more vigorous constitution and better liealtli. 
There is a way Out of tills. Try tlie excitement of the rod and gun. 
and the ruddy glow that comes from it. Become connected if possi¬ 
ble witli tlie sporting club or ii.s.sociation in your vicinity; or, if tliere 
is none there, form one, anil become interested in tlie live game of 
the eoiiiitry. 

Field sports liriiig ns In contact witli nature in all lier varied moods 
and ill all lier cliaiigiiig varieties of scenery. Tlicy oiler the largest op¬ 
portunities for liealtliy culture, for deep study, and for tlie exercise of 
siicli accoinpllslimcnts as drawing and painting, witli nature always 
for a teiiclier; but we say again, tliat women sliould be participants in 
tliese advantages and pleasures, and that wliateve.r of prejudice exists 
.against tlieir doing so. sliould tie broken dowij and scattei'cd to tlie 
winds. 


FISH CULTURE. 

The last new tiling in tliis line is the domestication of tlie Grayling, 
a flsli Imt little known, in tills country, blit one wliieli Is held in the 
liigiiest esteem by European aiiglci-s and epicures. The Grayling 
was not known to exist In tlie United States over three yeare ago, 
altliougli Sir .loliii Franklin found two varities in McKenzie's river. 
Its rtr.st discovery in tlie wilds of Michigan was received with doubt 
until Mr. D. H. Fitzliiigli, of Bay City, sent siiecimens to Prof. Cope, 
of Pliiladelpliia, and afterwards to Prof. Agassiz, botli of wliom pro¬ 
nounced it tlie Grayling, and Prof. Cope named it Thymallus 
Tri-color. 

Prof, Milner calls it tlic most gorgeous fisli tliis side of tlie Tropics. 
Tliat.it is a tliorongli game fisli tliere is no doubt. It is one of the 
.Sulmoiiidie, sul)-family Thymalliis, and its excellence lias been long 
know II to tlie limiters and trappers of tlie iiortlierii part of tlie South 
Peninsula of Miuliigan, wiio liad cliristened it Jack Siilmoii, Michigan 
(rout. Bog Salmon, etc. it is a liandsome fisli all over, but its great 
beauty is its large dorsal fin, wlilcli lias twenty rays, and wlien erected 
is from two to tliree inches liigli on a fisli of a pound weight. It is 
colored brown, red and green, tlie latter tliat cliaiigeable green seen in 
tlie tail of tlie pe.acock; tliese colors fade in a few moments after death, 
leaving tlie fin still liaiidsoinc, Imt diill in comparison witli tliat of tlio 
living fish. 

Fred Mather, tlie well known trout ciiltiirist, now li.as tliem in Ids 
ponds at Iloneoye Falls, X. Y. Tliey were brmiglit from tlie An Sable 
river, wliere tliey were all taken witli a fly wlicii it wa.s .so cold tliat 
tlie line froze in tlie tip of tlie rod, anil ice formed on the line to the 
size of n lead pencil. The fisli brouglit were from a quarter of a 
pound to a pound weiglit, and Mr. Matlier carried one liimdred and 
eighty of tliein from tlie woods to Ills ponds in five barrels, witli a 
loss of only twelve fisli, and tliese were bruised with ice. 

Tills is a rciimrkable success in transporting a spring-water fisli, 
more delicate tlian tlie trout, and which ivould seem by its limited 
distribution to be even more particular ia its selection of water. 

Mr. Matlier lias sent us a dried dorsal fin from a small fisli. widcli 
the eiirioiis can see tiy i‘nlllng at our oflice.

BaiieP of tlii? }'cmi> of hirtls arc foiiiul fossilizeil—two sjjcrio in tlic 
Post Plioopiio licils of Xcw .lersoy. and one si>eeies—difl'ering e.^sen- 
tially from those of New .Forsey—in tlic Mioecne beds of Colorado. 
.\nd it is protiahle tliat otiier species may be found wlien tlie latter 
t)eds are tiiorongldy ex.amined. 

Tlie history of its family origin, llten, antedates that of tlie Ele- 
piias. or Miiinmotli. and the Wild Turkey i)robably lias filled the tor- 
ests of the North American Continent with unbroken lineage since 
Miocene limes. Only two S|)ecies of tiiis family arc now known lo 
exist n|ion the eartli. and strange lo say. Iiotli are North American. 
Tlie hunters of Enroiie know notlllng of tills .snperh game bini, and 
can only guess of its Havor, from that of tlie iloniestic turkey. 

The Meleagris Gallojiaro ami Meleagris Mexicamis arc the names 
given to the true living types or species of the turkey tribe. 

The range of the tirst-nained species, Meleagris Gniloparo, is east of 
tlie Rocky Mnimlains to New England, and southward lo I.onisiana 
and Eastern 'I'exns. In New England it has become nearly extinct. 
In the early settlement of Ohio and Kentucky it may be said to have 
swarmed in the forests, so ninnerons were tlie flocks; and its aid was 
substantial in fnrnisliing food to the early pioneers. 

The second-named species. Meleagris Mexicanns. has for its habitat 
tlie Rocky Monntuin region, especially the sonthvrn portion, from 
Colorado, through Arizona, Western Tex.'is and Jlexico. 

For veal's Andnbon anil naturalists generally supposed our eastern 
si>ecies. or Meleagris Galloparo, to he the Iriie stock ot the domestic 
turkey. But later and more careful investigations have shown eon- 
rlnsively that the tame variety of turkey originated with the Mexican 
branch -of the family. Many tilings in I lie markings of this species, 
which are also found constant in the harn-yard fowl, go to make up 
tliis verdict. Another singular fact is. that onr eastern species— 
though often partly tamed—never cross with the domestic birds. 
Thongli reared in broods, side by side with the tame turkeys, they re¬ 
tain their wild characteristics. 

Numerous c.ases have come under niy observation, where the eggs 
of the Wild Turkey liave been hatched by a tame hen. and the young 
brood would become lame by careful handling, yet, when half-grown, 
they would take to a high tree to roost, or the top of a barn, and keep 
apart from their congeners of tlie barn-yard, even in eating their food. 

The Meleagris Galloparo is easily distinguished from the Mcxica- 
mis by these constant markings. The eastern Wild Turkey lias con¬ 
stantly universally the tips of the tail feathers, and the feathers over- 
lying the back and the upper wing coverts, of a cliesnut-brown color, 
while the Jlexlcan variety has tliese parts colored with a dusty or 
creamy white. Shades of deeper or lighter colors are found in both, 
init^Gie.colors are constiuit. Now the barn-yard turkey takes general¬ 
ly its markings from the Mexican species, and many specimens can be 
picked out of the tame flocks tliat exactly resemble these their wild 
progenitors—hut never exhibit the ehestnnt-brow.i so constant in the 
eastern Galloparo. Again, the Mexicanns ha.s the same dark meat in 
legs and thiglis, with the whiteness of the breast, while in the Gallo- 
paro the breast is dark like our Pinnated GroiMfts. 

My first Wild Turkey was killed in Iowa. Upon a wheat-field fence 
sat an old fat gobbler, wlio had come thither for his morning meal, 
and so tame did he appear that 1 looked twice before shooting. At 
last I concluded (like ex-Governor Bross with his horse g.ame) to risk 
a shot and settle afterwards, should it prove to be a tame bird. In- 
fpiiring at the only house ne.ar, 1 learned that they had no lame tur¬ 
keys, but was informed Iliat “ a flock of wild ones tangled their wheat 
mighty bad.'” The “guide wife” seemed to rejoice, when informed 
that the old gobbler of the flock would tangle no more wheat.

BIRDS OF ILLINOIS. 

An interesting and important paper, lately published by Mr. Robert 
Kidgway, of the Smithsonian Institution, in the Annals of the New 
York Lyceum of Natural History, (x.. 1874, pp. .164-394,) gives a larger 
list of the Bird." of this State than has before appeared, and very satis¬ 
factorily fills the gaps left in our knowledge by the previous luore or 


I less incomplete catalogues. We have hitherto had but one list of the 
' Birds of the whole State—that of Mr. R. H. Holder, of Bloomington— 
I published in the transactions of the Illinois State Agricultural Socic- 
I ty. (iV., He gives 247 species, from which two 

: must he tlcduTfed iis not good ispoIrttTs; leaving 246. Ilis Rallvf Grepi- 
fniM should read R. Elegant. _ In 10r>3-64, Robert Kennicott catalogu¬ 
ed the Birds of tamk County, giving 187 species, (triiii.suctions of the 
Stall' Agricult lira! Society, (i., pji. 580-501), and he subsequently added 
two species, Plutiie Au/ieriga, ■ ntul Tantalut Loculator. Tlie same 
year, and in the same voliiiiie. Henry Prat ten followed with a list of 
the Birtls of Wayne and Edwards Counties, — jip. 606-600 — giving 
lUI siiccies. lo wliicli Kennicott soon ailded 22 species, making 206 for 
those ('onniies. In 18.67 a paper was jiublislied in Germany, by F. 
Breinlel. on the Birds of Peoria.—(Gicbel's Zeitsch, for Naturk. p. 
420.1 In 1872. Mr. Ridgu ay added lo tlie Slate four rare sjiecies—Am. 
Nat., vi.. p. 43(1—and the next year, in the same journal for April, 
1873. gave an account of the Birds ohsorved in Fox Prairie, with many 
interesting items. Tliis is, .so far .as I make it out. the history of the 
Urniliiological literature of tile State to date. 

With the exception of Mr. Holder’s list, no .■u'count of the Birds of 
the whole State has ever appeared, and this, though excellent as far 
as it goes, is a mere eiinmeralinn of tlie species, without remarks. 
^Ir. Ridgway’s paper is therefore specially acceptable. It contains 66 
species'never before known to occur In the State. His list foots up 
311 sjiecies actually found in the State. Besides these, moreover, he 
gives a supplementary list of no less than 43 ” prohahilitics," species 
to he looked for as probably oi'curring. hut which he does not venture 
to include in the regular list. Altogether the Illinois list will prob¬ 
ably be ultimately found to comjiose no less llian 360 species. The 
total nnniher known to breed in the State is given as 176. This brings 
us to an important matter, in wliich Mr. Ridgway’s list is innch more 
valuable than its predecessors, namely: the careful discrimination he 
makes between the several categories of species—not only between 
those actually .'tscertained lo occur and those supposed to occur, but, 

I anioiig the lornicr. between those permanently resident In the State, 
those that are only transient visitors during tlie migration.s, those 
j that arc only winter and summer sojourners, and flnally, those that 
j are mere stragglers, occurring accidentally. These items are very neo- 
j essary tor a correct appreciation and understanding of the subject. 

In analyzing the (lifl'erent Families of Birds of tlie State, wc find 
that as usual, the iylrtceltdai—'Warblers, etc.,—and Fringitlidee —Spar¬ 
rows. etc.,—head the list as to numbers, there being no fewer than 36 
species of e.ach of these gron|is, Tlie Aaaftdai—AVater-fowl—come 
next, witli 34 species; the Seolopaettia!—.Snipe, etc.,— follow with 26 
species, and the Palconida —Hawks and Eagles—come next with 20 
species. No fewer than 16 families have each but a single Illinois 
specie, the remainder average, about five species to a family. All the 
lamilies of North America are represented in Illinois excepting three, 
two of whicli. the Proeellariida, or Petrels, and the Alcida or Tuks, 
are exclusively marine. Among the breeding birds of the State, the 
Syletcolit/ffl and/’rfaiit'Ridai head the list, as before, with 21 and 16 
species respectively. 

Several rare and interesting species occur in Mr. Ridgway’s list, 
many of which have not been before attributed to the State. Lake 
Michigan furnishes tlie State with a good many species which would 
not occur but for the presence of the large body of Inland water, in¬ 
viting the presence of several maritime wading and swimming birds. 
Among the rarer and more interesting birds known to occur in the 
State, may be mentioned the Cape May and several other Warblers. 
Bell’s Vireo, the Bohemian AVax-Wing, the Evening Grosbeak, Pine 
Grosbeak, Mealy Redpoll, both species of Crossbills, the Painted Lark 
Bunting, Clay-colored Sparrow. Bachman's Finch, Yellow-headed 
Blackbird, Brewer’s Blackbird, Raven, Magpie, Ohuckwillswtdnw 
Ivory-billed Woodpecker, Three-toed Woodpecker, Carolina Parrot, 
the Great Gray, Snowy and Hawk Owls, the Prairie Falcon, the Mex¬ 
ican Goshawk, — Attrevina Plagiata — the Ptarmigan, 'Turnstone, 
Stelt Sandpiper, Baird’s Sandpiper, Sanderllng, Phalaropes, Stilt, 
Wood Ibis, Glossy Ibis, Black Rail, Purple Qalllnule, White-headed 
Goose, European Widgeon, Harlequin, Long-tailed and 'Velvet Ducks, 
Darter, Black-backed Gull, and several other Gulls and Terns, with the 
Californian Grebe. Besides these, there arc in the secondary list over 
forty varieties which may be expected to occur. 

We should not omit to add, that Mr. Ridgway is a native of Mount 
Carinels, Illinois, and adds an actual personal knowledge of our Birds 
to tlic high scientific attainments which he has made his own by his 
long study of our Birds at the Smithsonian, Eluott Cobbs.

THE FALCON. 

Though for many centuries the favorite amusement forkings, nobles, 
and gentry all over Europe liad been “hawking,” it has now been so 
long and entirely out of fa.?hioii, and would be forgotten but for the 
intelligence that the Prussians before Paris were using Falcons to caii- 
tiire the Carrier Pigeons conveying messages from Tours to Paris. 

Now that this art li.is again come hefore the public, may it not be 
revived and afford as much sport as in former times? Many of the 
.secrets and niceties of the art of hawking have been preserved in old 
books. So we may reasonably expect the revival of an old sport. 

Hawking is .still a common amusement among the Turks in some 
part-x of Asia minor, .among the Pei-slans, the Chinese, the wandering 
hordes of Tartars, and Turkonien. It forms one of the favorite amuse¬ 
ments of the native princes of India, and it is found in several other 
barbarous and half civilized countries. 

Hawking was firet introduced into England from the nortli of Eur¬ 
ope, in tlie fourth century. Our Saxon ancestoi's became iiassionately 
fond of the sport. 

In the eighth century, one of the kings of our race caused a letter to 
be written to Winfred, Archbishop of Mons, urging him to send him 
some falcons that had been well trained to kill cranes. 

October was the favorite month for Saxon sportsmen. 

The Danes by their invasion, derived a better knowledge of the art 
than had been liitherto had. Denmark, and still more, Norway, were 
always celebrated for their breed of hawks, and the natives of their 
countries had attained an extraordinary skill in training them. In 
the eleventli century, when Canute, king o( Denmark and Norway, as- 
l ended tlie tlirone of England, the sport became more prevalent. No 
restrictions were imposed under Danish or .Saxon rule, but after the 
conque.st of England by IVilliam of Normandy, none but persons of 
the highest raiik were allowed to keep hawks. Cruel laws witli re¬ 
spect to field sports were framed and vigorously executed by the first 
princes of the Norman dynasty. The keeping of falcons was an enor¬ 
mous expense, and few could then have kept tliem had they been per¬ 
mitted. In the reign of king John every freeman was allowed to keep 
hawks, sparrow-liawks, falcons, eagles, and herons in his own woods. 

Ihe enormous laws referring to hawking alone enacted during suo- 
cPAsive reigns, prove tlie vital iinportaiic.e the English riders attaclied 
to the matter. 


THE WISCONSIN GAME LAW. 

Eiii'niiis FiKi.li Axii S'l'KKAJi: 

The new law, approved by tiie Governor March 12,1874, surpasses any 
previous law in relation to game, inasmuch as it now protects Mallard,Teal 
and Wood Ducks, from February Ist to September 1st of each year. 

[ Heretofore liie law protected water fowl only, by prohibiting the use of 
swivel, or pivot guus, in a few of the counties, and also breaking up the 
nests of ducks or other game birds. The new law also provides tliat 
none of the game birds sliall be taken with any trap, snare, or net, ns will 
be seen by section two, which says, that "No person at any time or at any 
place within tliis State, shall catch or take with any trap, snare, or net, 
any grouse, prairie lieu, or chicken, partridge, ruffled grouse, quail, or wild 
duck, under a penalty of ten dollars for every grouse, prairie hen or chick¬ 
en, partridge, ruffled grouse, quail, or wild duck, so caught or taken.” 

The law, as it now stands, is much nearer perfection than the most san¬ 
guine had expected, although of course, us with any otlier, some slight 
faults may be found. In Brown county the prairie chickens have become 
so scarce that tlie killing of any is strictly forbidden for a space of three 
years, under a penalty of ten dollars for every, such bird taken. Another 
important clause is seen in section four, wliich gives the owners or occu¬ 
pants of land the right to sue for trespass all persons who shall enter their 
premises for tlie purpose of hunting such game out of season. Tlie pen¬ 
alty in this case is ten dollars and cost of suit, against any person wlio 
shall be proven guilty of a violation of this act. Fifty dollars for each 
and every offense, is the penalty imposed for using a swivel or pivot gun, 
or with any other tlian such guns as are habitually used at arm’s length 
and fired from the shoulder. 

Too much cannot be said in favor of all sportsmen and sportsmen's clubs 
being ever on the alert for all such as may attempt a violation of the game 
laws, until every offender shall be compelled by fear, to regard end obey 
them. A few trials of these law-breakers will teach them that they can¬ 
not persist in it with impunity, and in all probability put a stop to such 
business. Re„ Wing.
